IMPORTANT R U L E 


Those Discharged 
Because 


They Belong to Unions, 


Have No Redress 


in Court. 


St. Louis, Mo., Aug. 18.—Judge 


Rogers, In the United State* Circuit 
court, held that the Western Union 
Telegraph company has a legal right 
to discharge employes fur belonging 
to unions, or to discharge them for no 
reason at all, If no contract existed, 
and that the company was within the 
law when It placed the names of dis- 
charged men on the blacklist and fur- 
nished • the list to others for their 
information. 


The ruling was made" In writing, 


and sustained the demurrer of the 
company In the Injunction case of 
Boyer against 
the 
Western Union 


company. 


Men Make Charges. 


The case was based on a bill filed 


by Telegraph Operator Arthur lloyer 
and others, alleging they were mem- 
bers of the Commercial Telegraphers' 
Union of America, local lodge No. 3 of 
St Louis, and that they had been 
discharged . from the service of the 
Western Union Telegraph company 
solely because they belonged to the 
union; that it was tho intention of 
the Western Union to discharge other 
employes solely 
because they be- 


longed to the union, and that a con- 
spiracy existed between the St. Louis 
•officers of the Western Union com- 
pany to discharge- all employes be- 
longing to the union and to break It 
up; that the Western Union company 
maintains a list, so-called a "black- 
list," on which has been placed the 
names of tho members of the union 
discharged, and that this is furnlxhed 
to others and thereby those blacklist- 
ed 'have been prevented from obtain- 
ing other employment. 


Sought to Destroy Blacklist. 


The bill sought to prevent tho West- 


•era Union company'from discharging 
any employe because of bis being a 
member of the union and the St. 
Louis officers of the Western Union 
•from conspiring to t';..t end, and to 
prevent Interference of any kind with 
the union, and to prevent the company 
from maintaining 
a 
blacklist and 


placing thereon the names of those 
who might be discharged because of 
being members of the union. 


Defines Relations. 


Judge Rogers held that the Western 


Union company had the absolute right 
to discharge employes not under con- 
tractural relations with the company 
for any cause or without cause; that a 
like right exists on the part of the 
employe to sever his relations with tho 
company for any cause, or without 
cause; that If a contract of employ- 
ment is violated' the recourse of the 
employe Is at law and not by a' bill of 
equity, such as was brought In this 
case that there could bu 
no 
con- 


spiracy to commit a lawful act, such as 
be held to be the discharge of tho 
company's employes because of being 
members of a.union; that the company 
bad tho right to maintain a lint on 
which might he placed the name of a 
discharged employe and the cause of 
discharge, and this list might be 
glren others, provided its contents 
v.ere truthful and Its circulation hon- 
est; that as the bill alleged the union 
was formed for mural and proper pur- 
poses there should exist no objection 
upon the part of an employe to have 
bis discharge based upon 
the mere 


fact that he was a member of such 
an order.

three-legged wooden frame, called

horse.

are hauled to the sheds on specially 
arranged racks. 
In the sheds they 


are hung In bents from four to six 
Inches apart, tho shed being,so ar- 
ranged as to give a free circulation 
of air and allow the curing of

tobacco.

Which Desire To Have Passed — 


Lighting Requirements. 


If an amended ordinance advocat- 


ed by the Janesvlllo Traction com- 


• pany meets with acceptance by the 


common council the city stands to 
lose several of the most valuable con- 
cessions made by that corporation as 
an Inducement to the city to grant 
franchise rights which would enable 
the nockford, Belolt and Janesvllle 
Intururban 
company, 
commonly 


known as the dough Inter6stn, to 
extend their line to Madison. 
The 


amended ordinance was submitted to 
the common council last 
evening, 


given Its first and second 
reading, 


and referred to the Judiciary com- 
mittee who will probably give a Joint 
hearing with the mayor and balance 
of the aldermen to the represents 
tlves of the electric road. 


Fifty Years Privileges 


Most Important of the changes em- 


bodied In the revised ordinance Is 
the extension of the franchise period 
to fifty years. 
This Is the period 


sought for In the original application 
lor a franchise, and petitioned for at 
tho time tho ordinance recommended 
by the Judiciary committee went to 
the council for passage. 
The ordi- 


nance which was passed granted the 
privileges for a space of thirty-nve 
years 


In the ordinance which has been 


passed several optlonafl routes aro 
Indicated, and It Is provided that the 
road shall 
signify 
Its 
choice of 


routes within ninety days of the pas- 
sage of the ordinance, that Is, at tho 
time of Its acceptance by the Inter- 
urban company. 
Tho amended or- 


dlnance does not make It necessary 
that the route be selected until thir- 
ty days prior to the time that the 
•work of construction Is begun. 


No Grooved Rails 


Grooved rails might have 
been 


used wlthlnt the city limits, If the 
common council so desired. 
under 


tho present ordinance. 
Tho 
re- 


vised ordinance gives tho common 
council no option In tho matter, and 
does away with the necessity of us- 
ing grooved 'rails, which are dot only 
considered the best form of rail -tor 
city use, but are the most expensive. 


Tickets, according to the amend- 


ed ordinance, must be purchased at 
the 
office. 
Single fares may, 01 


course, be paid to the conductor, but 
the reduced rates on packages can 
only be secured at the offlces of the 
company. 


Penal Bond Lessened 


Another Important alteration Is In 


the terms under which tho company 
must give bond for constructing the 
road. It was formerly provided that 
$1.0.000 bonds should be given at 
the time of accepting tho ordinance, 
tinder the amendment the bond Is to 
be for J5.000. to be signed by two »e- 
curettes In the amount 
of 
|5,000 


each. 
The bond is not to be given 


until thirty days before construction 
Is begun. 
This will make It possi- 
ble for the company to accept 
the 


franchise without securing the 
city 


against damage In 
case the road 
should not be built. 


Theso constitute the 
Important 


changes embodied In the revised or- 
dinance. 
If the Judiciary commit- 


tee so desire It may be reported at 
the next meeting of 
the 
common 


council, for passage or otherwise. 


Ordinance Not Accepted. 


The ordinance granting the fran- 
chise has not yet been accepted by 
the Janesvllllo Traction 
company. 


The company have until September 
Sth to file Its acceptance, and It Is 
to be supposed that the 
company 


desires that the proposed amende.! 
ordinance be passed by the common 
council before that date. 


Alderman Sale presented the or- 


dinance to the common council, but 
he state,! that he had done so at 
the r-cquest of the attorney of 
the 


company In order to bring It before 
the common council. 
No one was 


heard at the comon council meeting 
either approving or opposing It. All 
formal discussion will probably be 
reserved for the conference between 
the aldennanlc committee and the 
interurban ofllclald.
